Crackdown caispalen' for illegal operation has cost three stations thier 
right to existence with the Feceral Comaunications Comission risidcly 
applying its own rulcs anc the 1934 law is concemning proposed ownership 
merger of two South Dakota transmittcrs and Cisqualifyiny both partners 
of a New York plant’ in the process of liquidation. First deletions orJ- 
-ered in some timc. Execution of KGDY and KWIN,Watertown, was cecreed by 
split decisions emphasizin; the disregard for the government, but eff- 
ective datc of orcer was postponce untill July 4 so the disappointed 
parties may ask reconsideration anc then seek repricve from the courts. 
Case will be fought befor the judiciary in the event the Commish remains 
adanant in its death sentence.
